WHAT ABOUT IT? 


What do y ou think 
about 
y ourself? 
This is a question to which we might with 
profit dev ote at least some consideration. 
Naturally the more modestly inclined are 
prepared to indignantly deny that they 
think v ery much of themselv es in any 
ev ent, and y et on second thought they 
quickly realize that that would not be a 
flattering admission on their part. 
It is 
necessary both for our moral and ma­ 
terial adv ancement that we should hav e 
faith in ourselv es and such faith pre-sup- 
poses a degree of self pride and self-re­ 
spect. Not to possess either of the latter 
w'ould mean that we do not, as a matter 
of fact, think such of ourselv es and such 
a feeling is not conduciv e to progress. 
Howev er, although it is necessary that 
v re should hav e a certain confidence in 
our ability to produce results— confidence 
that is to say , that makes us and keeps 
us the peers of our fellowmen— it is not 
necessary that we should seek to ov er­ 
rate our ability . 
It is easy enough to be­ 
come egotistical once we giv e ourselv es 
the chance, and the temptation is some­ 
times too strong apparently for many per­ 
sons to successfully resist. 
The moment 
we begin to be self-satisfied, how'ev er, we 
also begin to lose something of our useful­ 
ness. Self-satisfaction is the first decisiv e 
step in self-deterioraton because no man 
may hope to progress to any marked de­ 
gree if he is entirely satisfied with him- 
self and with what he does. 
He must 
possess the incentiv e to press forward and 
make his goals one by one and if this in­ 
centiv e is lost his progress is checked and 
remains 
checked 
indefinitely . 
Indeed, 
without some incentiv e interest is lost and 
gradually a retrograde mov ement sets in. 
The man who thinks well of himself is 
at the same time tempted to think the re­ 
v erse of others. 
He sees failure in those 
about 4iim that 
his 
warped 
judj:ment 
magnifies out of all proportions, y e^he is 
quite likely to regard his own failings and 
shortcomings as mere atoms of such in­ 
consequence as not to be worth nothing. 
The self-satisfied man is certain to criti­ 
cise others for almost any thing they do 
unless, indeed, they seek to ingratiate 
themselv es w'ith him. 
This may seem a 
harsh criticism of itself, but ex perience 
nearly ahv ay s demonstrates one outstand­ 
ing fact, and that is that the self-satisfied 
man is in v ary ing degree unjust in his 
dealings with those about him, not per­ 
haps because of any inherent desire of 
his owHi to be unjust but because his good 
opinion of himself goes to his head and 
makes him unable to deal justly and im­ 
partially with others. 
If this is not so w’hy is that men who 
deem themselv es, 
through wdde ex per­ 
ience, to be not only the equal but super­ 
ior to those wdth whom they come into 
contact are so quick to undertake the ac­ 
complishments of the latter? A self-satis­ 
fied man secs nothing but good in him­ 
self, and in the same proportion he is 
likely to see v ery little of good in others. 
His ow’n faults are probably just as seri­ 
ous as the av erage mans faults are, but 
for some reason these self ordained critics 
other people merely shut their own 
^shortcomings 
out 
of 
sight as scarcely 
A'orth noting while they enlarge upon the 
'’aults and 
mistakes, 
the 
blunders and 
failures that others make. 
Perhaps if 
such men could see themselv es for only 
=». moment as others see them they might 
not take such pride in their fancied su- 
■leriority . 
It somejtinies takes something 
iiore than a quiet hint to open their ey es 
0 a realization 
of 
ex isting 
conditions, 
v heiher those conditions are of a per- 
ional nature or not. 
As a matter of fact, 
1 oft. 01 reiiuires an emergency to make 
oe man uo-se.‘<sed of too much self-con- 


fidence understand his status and how 
small an influence he really ex erts. 
It all comes back— this desire to ap­ 
pear a little better than others, this flair 
for self-confidence, this spirit of boastful 
pride to the old question, what do y ou 
think of y ourself? If more persons would 
ask themselv es if they are content, or if 
they hav e achiev ed all the goals toward 
which they hav e striv en, or if they really 
possess qualities that make them ex am­ 
ples for others to emulate— it might be 
that the scales w’ould drop from their 
ey es and they would for the first time 
see and understand themselv es as they 
nev er 
hav e 
before. 
It is easy to take 
things for granted but hard to face facts 
that cannot be questioned when these 
facts upset pet theories and change con­ 
ditions. 
But that is life, and sometimes 
a man must ex perience certain discipline 
in order to dev elop into his full strength.

WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION AT 
LAST 
After more than twenty -fiv e y ears of 
agitation and disheartening failure, w'hen 
success seemed near, Missouri at last has 
an honest workmen’s compensation law. 
The educational campaign carried on by 
the Associated Industries and labor lead­ 
ers has at last accomplished a definite 
result, the St. Louis Star say s. 
The peo­ 
ple with their ey es open hav e accepted 
the law’ in a referendum brought about by 
the same selfish interests that hav e beat­ 
en the law y ear after y ear, and the peo­ 
ple hav e v oted down a fake compensation 
measure submitted under the initiativ e by 
the same selfish interests in a hope of de­ 
feating the other. No longer w’ill Missouri 
be classed as the only industrial state in 
the union that compels its injured work­ 
ers or their dependents to fight in court 
for their dues. 
The law will take effect 
as soon as the v ote is officially canv assed. 
It remains to be seen whether the ambu­ 
lance chasers will try to interfere with 
its operation by a court appeal, in defi­ 
ance of public opinion. 
That same public opinion has been a 
matter of slow growdh. 
The conv ersion 
of Missourians to the merits of a compen­ 
sation law’ is an ex ample of how slow that 
growth can be and make any progress at 
all. 
The question has been before the 
state a quarter of a century . Those whose 
efforts finally brought success at Tues­ 
da y ’s election hav e earned the gratitude 
not only of all w’orkers, but of all other 
citizens w’ho in the final charge-off of in­ 
dustrial costs, hav e had to foot the bills 
of the damage suit law’y ers.
